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Rochester Race Raises Money, Fun

Runners and spectators alike enjoyed flawless 
weather Saturday morning during the Fifth Annual 
Rochester Road Race. Approximately 425 runners young 
and old participated in the community event, which raises 
about $4,000 each year for Wareham-based Damien's 
Place Food Pantry. The funds and the donations of canned 
food and other nonperishable items collected at the race 
have yielded approximately 12,015 pounds of food for the 
nonprofit. 

"It is a sweet, sweet, sweet day,'' remarked 
Race Director Scott MuUer as enthused runners flew 
through the finish line. Mr. MuUer and approximately 15 
volunteers coordinated the race, which includes a flat and 
shady 5k course that loops through the town's historic 
center. "We all get along really well, as friends, and it 
gives us a chance to do something fun that helps other 
people," he said. 

Early in the pack, finishing the race at 
approximately 22:11, Brian Lamoureaux of Plymouth 
dashed through the finish line with a winning smile. 
His time would be impressive for anyone, but Mr. 
Lamoureaux' s accomplishment was particularly special 
because he ran the race while pushing his two-year old, 
Grace, in a jogging stroller. "It's a great, flat race and the 
roads are freshly paved," he said. "I enjoyed it. It was a lot 
of fun." 

Ashlee Santos finished the race greeted by her 
husband. Matt, who offered her a bouquet of flowers as 
their 18-month-old, Emelia, looked on. As a first time 
participant, Ms. Santos expressed satisfaction with the 
race, which she completed with her mom. "It was a very 
nice race, a really good course," she said. 

71 -year-old Kevin O'Farrell of Plymouth also was 
all smiles as he cruised through the finish line at 32:33. 
"I've got my health, thank God, and I'd like to give back 
to the less fortunate. That's why I'm here," Mr. O'Farrell 
said. "The race is run by very nice people. It is a well- 
organized and scenic race. God- willing, I'll be here next 
year." 

In the final results, Julien Di Maria of Lexington 
led the pack with a time of 15:34. Dartmouth resident 
JoAnn Mathews, the fastest woman, breezed through the 
finish line at 18:28. 

Remarking on the race's origins, Mr. Muller 
said the organizers at first wanted a community race for 
Rochester but then decided to take it a step further. "We 
asked ourselves, 'What's the point of doing it?' It's a 
lot of work. We then were determined to give to a good 
cause," he said. Mr. Muller described Damien's Pantry as 
a worthy recipient due to its low overhead and the critical 
assistance it provides to needy families. "The purpose is 
really to raise money for them," he said. 



Old-Fashioned Clambake Revives Legion

It's been two years, but the American Legion still 
knows how to host one heck of a clambake. 

The last time the Florence Eastman American 
Legion Post 280 hosted a clambake was in 2007. The 
Legion was forced into a hiatus in 2008 and 2009 
when they couldn't procure a location large enough to 
accommodate their annual event.

Among those who assisted in making the 
clambake a success were Legion members, the 
Mattapoisett Lions, the Mattapoisett firefighters and the 
Firefighter Auxiliary Club, and the Mattapoisett Boy Scout 
Troop 53. Dan and Andy Chase provided tarps for the 
bake as well. Commander Lamoureux expressed "profuse 
thanks" to these groups for their contributions. "Troop 
53 did a bear of a job," said Commander Lamoureux, who 
said that the Boy Scouts had the daunting task of serving 
everyone at the clambake. "Everyone did a great job and

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the people were very appreciative/' 

The work began on Saturday, August 7, w^hen the 
rocks and w^eeds w^ere brought to the Holy Ghost Society 
Grounds at Park Street, and continued the next morning, 
w^hen the rocks w^ere heated, spread out, and w^eeds w^ere 
placed on top of the hot rocks. The boxes of clams, native 
corn, potatoes and other assorted foods w^ere placed on 
top of the w^eeds in the traditional style of Wampanoag 
and early New England settler clambakes. 

The American Legion used the proceeds from 
the event to keep their organization "solvent and viable,'' 
and to pay for costs associated with up-keep of their 
location at 3 Depot Street. Their Depot Street location is 
important to the town, said Commander Lamoureux, 
since it provides a building for small venues, like baby 
and wedding showers. The American Legion also sends 
young men and women to an annual academic state 
convention and hosts two VA events each year. 

"We want to thank all the people who helped 
and all the people who came and supported us," said 
Commander Lamoureux. The American Legion, refreshed 
by what Commander Lamoureux called "a gigantic 
success," looks forward to organizing another clambake 
for next year as well. "To all the naysayers. . . we are 
back!" he laughed. 

Rochester Forms Open Space Committee

In an effort to increase Rochester's stock of open 
space, encourage small-scale farms, protect water quality, 
improve recreational opportunities, and promote low- 
impact development, a group of local residents recently 
formed an Open Space Action Committee. 

Every ten years, the town's Open Space 
Committee submits a mandatory report to the state 
detailing its open space, cultural and natural resources. 
Recently nine Rochester locals - Laurene Gerrior, John 
Teal, Halima Tiffany, Ben Gilmore, Ginette Castro, Michael 
Oleksak, Susan Peterson, Rosemary Smith and Laurell 
Farinon - decided to take it a step further and formed an 
action committee to enhance these resources in a tangible 
manner This committee is under the purview of the 
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Conservation Commission. 

Three years ago, a survey administered to town 
residents overwhelmingly favored preserving Rochester 
as it is for future generations, according to Ms. Gerrior. 
''The bottom line [from the survey], is keep Rochester like 
it is,'' she said, quoting one comment from the survey, 
"It isn't broken, so don't fix it." Ms. Gerrior said this 
particular survey attracted an eight percent return, or 136 
responses. She said 95 percent supported more open space 
and better water quality and conservation; 83 percent 
consider farms important; and 63 percent support more 
open space recreation. 

In addition, Ms. Gerrior said the survey revealed 
a "striking increase" in concern about groundwater 
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quality and loss of the rural environment. The majority of 
residents in Rochester - except for about 60 households 
that receive their water from a line that runs to Marion - 
rely on wells. 

To address these concerns and improve the 
open space and natural resources of Rochester, the open 
space action committee identified goals on a seven-year 
timeframe. The group created a detailed spreadsheet with 
goals and objectives and assigned members to fulfill them. 

The action committee's first goal is to protect 
surface and ground water. Rochester encompasses 
three large glacial aquifers that provide water to several 
neighboring towns. "Every committee is driven by 
water, we are a big aquifer,'' remarked Ms. Peterson. In 
addition to general objectives to acquire land along the 
Mattapoisett River and other water areas, the committee 
is working on a campaign to encourage a reduction in 
water use. The committee thus plans to disseminate press 
releases, handouts and brochures with water reduction 
tips. Ms. Peterson noted that integrating these ideas into 
school curricula is critical to ensuring their effectiveness. 

The committee also is compiling water quality 
data from various sources, including the U.S. Geological 
Survey, the Coalition of Buzzards Bay, and Mattapoisett 
River Valley Authority. Local students may be used 
to conduct water quality testing to fill any gaps, Ms. 
Peterson said. 

Another committee goal is preserving farm and 
forestland. 'It's not that we want to reduce the people 
in town - it is we want to offset the number of people 
with protected open space and working landscapes," 
explained Ms. Peterson. Measures to achieve this include 
the adoption of a right-to-farm bylaw, the creation of an 
Agricultural Commission, and a "Buy Local" campaign. 

One hope is that residents will farm on their 
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property, which more sustainably supports the town's 
tax base than selling a parcel, Ms. Peterson said. "You can 
make a reasonable income off an acre of good farmland. 
We've got good soils. You won't make $100,000 per year, 
but you could make $15,000 to $25,000 if you managed it 
well, are good at marketing, and you had good luck," she 
said, noting that several local programs exist to assist with 
local farming endeavors. 

Ms. Peterson stressed that a less residential town, 
with more forestry and farms, would lessen the strain on 
the town's coffers. "Those lotuses don't need a school, do 
they?" commented Ms. Gerrior. 

Another committee goal is to give Rochester 
residents recreational opportunities in facilities and 
natural areas. The committee currently is working on 
a brochure listing accessible land for activities such 
as hiking, cross-country skiing, and mountain biking. 
Another long-term project is re-opening Mary's Pond 
beach for recreational use. 

Lastly, the committee hopes to encourage growth 
in areas with the least environmental impact. Part of that 
effort entails distributing the Open Space Plan, which the 
state approved but has yet to return to the town. Also, the 
committee is seeking to encourage the Planning Board to 
adopt bylaws that preserve open space greenbelts. 

Ms. Peterson stressed that the Open Space Action 
Committee is not working in a vacuum, but with other 
local environmental nonprofits to achieve the same end: 
environmental protection and sustainability. She said all 
of the efforts are essential to maintaining a circle of life. 

"People just don't realize how it all hooks 
together, so it's an unending process of explaining those 
connections. For example, the turtles rely on [good] water 
quality. If the water quality is really poor, the turtles and 
frogs die and our insect control becomes more difficult. 
Also, we have natural predators to eat insects that are 
harmful for our agricultural plants and may be even 
harmful to us," she explained. 

The committee also hopes to preserve Rochester 
as an idyllic place to live. 

"I think anybody that's lived in Rochester truly 
loves the town and is happy to be here. . . It's a wonderful 
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place to raise children. Fm glad for new families in town. 
They have a wonderful town to raise children and we 
want to keep it that way/' said Ms. Gerrior. 

ZBA Upholds Planning Board Decision 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

A regular meeting of the Marion Zoning Board of 
Appeals was called to order by Chairman Robert Wedge 
on August 12 at 7:30 pm in the Marion Town Hall. Also 
present were board members Demie Barros, Bill Jones, 
John Sylvia, Bob Alves, Tom Cooper and Assistant to the 
Board Anne Marie Tobia. Eric Pierce did not attend. 
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Firstly, the board decided to send a certified letter 
to applicants Melissa Talbot and Sherri Leo about a case 
tabled on February 18. The board is waiting for additional 
information to process their case. Mr. Wedge said if the 
board does not hear from these applicants within 30 days, 
the board would close the hearing. 

The board then deliberated on a hearing closed 
on July 29 concerning a commercial kennel permit for 
applicants Fernando and Sonia Pacheco. Mr. Wedge 
summarized the July 29 meeting, during which several 
abutters complained of dog noise and expressed 
concern about parking. He noted, however, that these 
same neighbors conceded that a construction project 
relocating the dogs to the back of the home a month ago 
considerably reduced noise volume. 

"Being a proponent of small business, certainly 
I feel they should be able to continue their business. . . 
but with conditions,'' Mr. Wedge said. The Chairman 
suggested setting the maximum number of dogs at 
the residence to 18 with an average of 14 dogs. He also 
suggested the condition that the applicants receive 
three unscheduled visits per year to ensure compliance 
and "to keep the neighbors happy that we're taking 
proactive steps." Building Commissioner Richard Marx, 
the enforcement officer, is available to address any future 
noncompliance concerns by neighbors, he said. 

Mr. Alves then reported that he visited the 
property with member Demie Barros. "[Ms. Pacheco] 
came out with a Shih Tzu. I never heard any noise and 
[the dogs inside] were barking. They are in the back of the 
house," he said. Mr. Barros added, "The dog was less than 
three pounds and it was two years old" and that the type 
of dog does not bark loudly. 

Both members agreed, however, that the parking 
lot could not hold up to eight cars, as reported by the 
applicants at the July 29 hearing. 

The board ultimately approved the commercial 
kennel permit, with the conditions that a maximum of 
18 dogs is allowed at one time, that no more than six 
business-related vehicles park at the property at one time, 
and that an agent visit the house three times per year. 

The board then deliberated on the Sardinha 
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Family Trust appeal case that required a decision by 
October 13. Essentially, the applicant appealed a May 
11 Planning Board decision for a proposed site plan for 
Always in Bloom at 454 Wareham St. 

Mr. Wedge expressed disappointment that 
the Planning Board refused to engage in a dialogue 
with the ZBA and the applicant under guidance from 
Town Counsel Jon Whitten. According to Mr. Wedge, 
Mr. Whitten offered to hammer out issues with 
representatives of the client and Planning Board under 
Executive Session. 

During deliberation, Mr. Wedge repeatedly 
stressed that the ZBA should handle the appeal like an 
appellate court. "We can't exchange our judgment with 
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their judgment. We are just determining if their judgment 
was thought out and valid/' he said. 

The board discussed at length the Planning 
Board's condition requiring tree-lined sidewalks and new 
curb cuts. "They want a tree line five feet in. I don't think 
there was any thought going into that. It has been like that 
for 18 years/' offered Mr. Barros. The board then went 
back and forth on whether there is much foot traffic in the 



area. 



'T don't agree with it, but that's not why we're 
here/' said Mr. Wedge. 

'T don't think it was capricious. I think they put a 
lot of thought into it about what they thought was best/' 
offered Ms. Dunn. "I'm not saying everything they said 
is what I would do, but that doesn't mean they were 
capricious." 

"I'm with [Ms. Dunn]. I think they put a lot of 
thought into it but it wouldn't be as I would do it," Mr. 
Wedge said. 

Mr. Barros mentioned the Planning Board 
condition that required a green screen that the abutter 
stated she does not want. "She didn't want blockage, 
she wanted air," Mr. Barros said. Ms. Dunn responded 
that the measure was created to protect a future property 
owner. "She doesn't want it, but if the property is sold, 
someone might want a better buffer," she said. 

"But once again we've delving into subjective 
areas," said Mr. Wedge. "We need to consider the macro 
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picture. We want to do the right thing as it was related to 
us by Town Counsel. We don't want to have any kind of 
interdepartmental litigation. . . It is a matter of whether it 
was thoughtful, whether we agree with it or not. Was it 
deliberate or was it shot from the hip?'' 

"This is a tough situation. You are either damned 
if you do, damned if you don't," remarked Mr. Cooper. 

Mr. Wedge then recounted Mr. Sardinha's 
contentious relationship with the Planning Board, which 
began when he applied to open up a Dunkin Donuts eight 
years ago. "The Planning Board put him through [sic] the 
coals. . . It was a different way than we perhaps would 
have handled things. We're more business friendly," he 
said, noting that despite the Planning Board objecting 
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to a franchise, the courts ruled that under the bylaws at 
that time, Mr. Sardinha was legally allowed to open his 
business. 

Mr. Wedge also explained that Dunkin Donuts 
only came to town because the bylaws allowed for a 
drive-thru window, which is how the business generates 
65 percent of its sales. Shortly after Dunkin Donuts 
opened, the town changed the bylaws to prevent the 
development of more drive-thru establishments. 

Noting this history, Mr. Wedge remarked, 
''Perhaps there is a continuum of feeling going through 
the grinder of the Planning Board.'' 

Mr. Wedge asked each member individually to 
weigh in. Mr. Barros re-expressed the sentiment, "I've 
been thinking about this a while. I really don't see their 
reason, but they made it, and I don't agree with it." 
However, he said he would vote to uphold the decision. 

Mr. Cooper also did not agree with the Planning 
Board's conditions, but expressed concern about "setting 
ourselves up for a clash." Mr. Sylvia said, "I think [the 
Planning Board] put a lot of thought into it. There is a long 
list of what they thought was necessary." 

"We all have our opinions and we don't want 
inter-house fighting," Mr. Alves said, stressing that he 
wishes that negotiations could solve the issues. "I think 
there is a way we can work together, peacefully." 

Bill Jones then said he does not think the Planning 
Board acted reasonably. "I disagree. I don't think we 
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should buckle down to the Planning Board. We have to 
stand up for ourselves, too. There were [sic] a list of items 
- they wanted a dumpster, they wanted drainage, they 
wanted sidewalks, they wanted a buffer - There were a 
lot of issues on there, and none of them make sense to me, 
looking back.'' 

Mr. Jones noted that the property has undergone 
major improvements recently. ''Yes, the Planning Board is 
generally doing a good job, but I think it overstepped its 
position in this case," he said. 

"I don't think it is buckling to the Planning Board. 
I think they did what is best for the town of Marion," Ms. 
Dunn said, although with the caveat that she does not 
necessarily agree with the planning board's rationale. 
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In the end, the board voted to uphold the 
Planning Board's decision unanimously, but opted to 
include language stating that it thought the issues could 
have been worked out in Executive Session under Mr. 
Whitten's guidance. 

"It's not an easy decision. It just tears you apart,'' 
said Mr. Wedge. 

"I would have liked to resolve this. With two 
reasonable people in a room, it could have been resolved 
in an hour," remarked Mr. Alves. 

The board approved its July 29 minutes. At 8:30, it 
voted to adjourn. 

Cumberland Farms Hearings Continued 

Marion Planning Board

A regular meeting of the Marion Planning 
Board was called to order by Chairman Jay Ryder on 
Monday, August 16 at 7:25 pm in the Marion Town Hall. 
Also present were board members Joseph Napoli, Tom 
Magauran, Steve Gonsalves, John Sweeney, Ray Crowley, 
Sherman Briggs and Planning Board Secretary Terri 
Santos. 

The sole agenda items involved public hearings 
for Cumberland Farms' proposed expansion project. 
Representing the applicant, Rob Pellegrini stressed that 
Cumberland Farms is not changing the current use of the 
property and that extensive changes to the site plan have 
occurred to address comments from previous hearings. 
For instance, he said Cumberland Farms has integrated 
architectural modifications, additional landscaping, 
and parking lot configuration changes to the site plan. 
Moreover, he said the pumps will be parallel to Route 6 
and that the curb cuts have been changed. "It would be 
much safer than it is today," he said. 
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At this point, he said Cumberland Farms is 
seeking two Special Permits. The first would allow a 38.2- 
foot setback for the pumps, which is below the 50-foot 
setback required under the town bylaws. Mr Pellegrini 
pointed out that the pumps currently have a 12.5-foot 
setback but the new plans require a Special Permit. The 
other Special Permit is to allow Cumberland Farms to 
operate a retail establishment. In addition to the Special 
Permits, he said the business is seeking approval of its site 
plan. 

Mr Pellegrini noted that the site plans ''have 
been designed in conjunction with the [Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation (DOT)]/' At this point, Mr. 
Magauran took issue with that statement, saying that 
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the DOT representative cited by the Cumberland Farms 
team claimed no memory of the interaction. Giles Hamm, 
a traffic engineer from R.D. Vanasse representing the 
applicant, said he met with the DOT last fall. "That's my 
testimony as a professional engineer/' he said. 

Mr. Magauran responded that DOT policy 
prevents any endorsement until an approval. "You should 
not imply acquiescence of approval/' he said, saying they 
need to get the details of the interaction in writing. 

Town resident Carol Sanz then asked about the 
number of parking spots designated in the new plan. Mr. 
Pellegrini said the expanded site would have 18 spots, 
one less than the existing 19 spots. Ms. Sanz noted that it 
does not make sense to decrease number of spots while 
increasing the size of the store. "What makes sense is that 
the bylaws allow it," he responded. 

Town resident Ted North then gave a presentation 
on his concerns about the architecture of the proposed 
site plan. He said the site includes too much branding 
and that the architecture should be more generic. "We 
don't want the corner of Route 6 and Front Street to look 
like one big sign or advertisement," he said. Moreover, he 
said some signage is not allowed under the town bylaws, 
including banners. He also expressed concern about 
the business being a 24-hour operation. "What kind of 
magnet will this site become?" he said. 

"I'm proud that everyone recognizes that this is 
a Cumberland Farms because this is the first store with 
this look," remarked Cumberland Farms representative 
John Aharonian. "This is a unique concept that breaks 
away from the typical model that everyone is accustomed 
to seeing." Mr. Aharonian then revisited at length 
Cornish Associates' draft 2015 report that suggests 
certain architecture and configuration and what changes 
Cumberland Farms is willing to incorporate. 

Cumberland Farms representative Manny Paiva 
then revisited the topic of why the store cannot be placed 
directly on the corner, as recommended by Cornish 
Associates. "It wouldn't work," he said, noting problems 
with deliveries, traffic circulation, safety, dumpster 
operations and fire codes. "I've been doing this for 21 
years and nothing this like this has ever left my desk," he 
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said. 

Marion resident Chris Collings then weighed in 
with concerns about the scale of the project. "Fm more 
worried about the general scale of what we are doing in 
Marion. We already have too large of a police station, in 
my opinion, and I don't think upscale buildings should 
be where we are going,'' he said, remarking that he fails 
to understand the need for a larger operation given that 
another Cumberland Farms exists across the street. "Are 
they just making it big because it is an inexpensive time in 
this economy?" 

Mr. Pellegrini answered that the expansion project 
is expensive and is the result of what customers want. 
In terms of scale, "it does meet the zoning bylaws," he 
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said, noting that the changes would increase storage 
thus reduce deliveries, and add new drainage and 
redo a portion of the town's sewer. 'There are a lot of 
improvements environmentally; what you're getting is 
the latest and greatest," he said. Mr. Pellegrini added, 
"We've been through 100 major revisions to this project. 
At this point we're arguing dormers. . . We are meeting 
and exceeding the bylaws. This is a typical New England 
site that will see vast improvements visually. This isn't 
Cumberland Farms coming in and rolling over [the 
town]." 

Mr. Magauran then presented a lengthy list of 
concerns about the project. Some debate arose as to how 
Cumberland Farms calculated the 41 percent increase 
in patronage. Mr. Hamm said it is based on the square 
footage of the establishment and a national formula 
used by the Institute for Transportation Engineers. Mr. 
Magauran took issue with the fact that surrounding gas 
station use is not directly figured into this equation. "Your 
volume [projections] are absurd unless you factor in what 
happens across the street," he said. 

Signage issues also were addressed at length by 
Mr. Magauran. He said "Welcome" and "See You" signs 
with branding are not allowable under Marion bylaws. 

"No problem, we'll change it," said Mr. Paiva. 

Mr. Magauran said that conditions would be 
attached to an approval restricting signage use, including 
advertisements on windows. He also discussed the 
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importance of interconnectedness between Front and 
Spring streets and said the proposed plan would render 
a connection as "lost forever/' Mr. Pellegrini responded 
that commercial abutters rarely consent to traffic on their 
property line. 

Summing up his thoughts, Mr. Pellegrini said. 
"Does the site plan meet the 2015 guidelines? No. Does 
it meet current bylaws? Yes. So, does the 2015 [report] 
supersede current zoning?" 

Mr. CoUings offered final thoughts of the 
proposal. "I think it is a difficult situation. I wish we had a 
proposal for a modern Cumberland Farms, but smaller in 
size. Just because it can [be done legally], doesn't mean it 
fits." 

Earlier on, Mr. Ryder noted that the board has yet 
to receive Cornish Associates' 2015 final report. As such, 
Mr. Magauran suggested that the board reach its final 
decision on Cumberland Farms' proposal at a subsequent 
hearing. Thus the board voted to continue the hearing on 
September 7 at 5:15 pm. 

With no other items on the agenda, the board 
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voted to adjourn at 9:25 pm. 

Marion Polling Location Changed 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A regular meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Roger 
Blanchette on August 17, 2010 at 7:00 pm in the Marion 
Town House conference room. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Jonathan Henry and Stephen Cushing, Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson and Administrative Assistant 
Helene Craver. 

The minutes of the August 10 meeting were 
approved. 

In their first appointment, the Board met with 
Town Clerk Ray Pickles to discuss a change of town 
polling location. At a previous Board meeting, Mr. Pickles 
had introduced the idea of changing the polling location 
from the Music Hall on Front Street to the VFW hall on 
Route 6. The reasons for the move would be logistical 
and safety-related, according to Mr. Pickles. The Music 
Hall is not well-lit, and is difficult for the elderly and 
handicapped to access, since there are stairs. 

The VFW hall is one floor, handicapped- 
accessible, and has plenty of ample, well-lit parking, said 
Mr. Pickles. Chief Lincoln Miller was present at the Board 
meeting, and he commented that the town might only 
need one police officer for detail on election nights if the 
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polling location were at the VFW hall, as opposed to the 
two officers needed at the Music Hall - one for the polls, 
one for traffic. Chief Miller thought that, barring high- 
traffic election years, the town might not need the second 
detail officer, even though the VFW hall is located on 
Route 6. 

"[The VFW] has had bigger affairs over the last 20 
years, and there has never been a problem [with traffic],'' 
said Chairman Blanchette. 

The cost for renting the VFW hall would be $250. 

The Board was receptive to Mr. Pickles' proposal 
and voted to change the polling location to the VFW hall 
from now on. All registered town voters will be informed 
of the change. 
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The Board then conducted a public dog hearing 
regarding a beagle named Oliver, owned by the Lucio 
family at 4 Job's Cove Road. Chief Miller, Animal Control 
Officer (ACO) Susan Connor, the dog owner and residents 
of the street were present to provide testimony for the 
hearing. 

According to a print-out of Marion police logs, 
there were 13 complaint calls made to the police station 
regarding dog barking at 4 Job's Cove Road from May 13 
to August 1 of 2010. Most of the calls occurred between 
9:00 and 11:00 pm, with one night of incessant barking 
from 9:00 pm to 3:00 am. 

According to Officer Connor, when she responded 
to the calls, she found the resident to be uncooperative. 
She suspected that the resident would purposefully not 
come to the door and wouldn't answer the phone to 
discuss the matter. The problem was particularly acute 
when the dog's master, fisherman Louis Lucio, was away 
for a couple weeks at a time for work. During his absence, 
the dog's barking was problematic, and the dog was 
allegedly left home alone for long stretches of time. 

The abutting residents submitted a petition to 
the Board at the August 10 meeting requesting a hearing 
to discuss the dog's barking, which they said has been 
a problem for over a year at this point. According to the 
neighbors, the problem is worse in the summer months 
when everyone's windows are open in the neighborhood, 
and the problem persists even when the dog is brought 
inside, since the barking can be heard through the 
owner's open windows. 

"[Beagles] tend to have an annoying, consistent 
bark," said Officer Connor. Officer Connor said that 
on one occasion, she spoke with Ms. Lucio, who she 
described as "very tearful and apologetic", but the 
barking still persisted. 

"So your opinion is that they are ignoring the 
problem completely?" asked Selectmen Cushing. 
"Yes," answered Officer Connor. 
According to Mr. Lucio, when he is home, he 
keeps a bark collar on the dog to quell the barking, 
but this practice is not continued in his absence. The 
inconsistency explains why the barking continues when

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Mr. Lucio is away for work, and he assured the Board that 
he would make his family stay consistent with the bark 
collar to avoid future neighbor disturbances. 

"I don't like to put it on him, but I will," he said. 
'There will be no more dog problems as of today,'' he 
continued. "I don't want to lose my dog. I love my dog." 

Chairman Blanchette expressed doubt over Mr. 
Lucio' s sincerity, since all of the previous visits from 
the police department had yet to produce a permanent 
solution to the barking problem. Upon the Chairman's 
suggestion, the Board decided to continue the dog hearing 
to September 21 at 7:05 pm. If there are no complaints at 
the location before then, the continued hearing will not 
be necessary. If the barking continues, the Board said that 
they would take action to stop the disturbance. 

In Discussion items. Chairman Blanchette 
brought the issue of watering bans before the Board. A 
2005 decision made by a previous Board had made a 
permanent, annual watering ban, which restricts water 
consumption for residents to early morning hours and 
evening hours. Chairman Blanchette said, that instead of 
one watering ban rule for every year, he would like the 
Board, as the Water Commissioners, make a year-to-year 
decision regarding water usage and banning. 

Department of Public Works Superintendent 
Rob Zora said that he thought the permanent water ban 
was a good idea to keep in place until Marion's water 
infrastructure issues could be fully addressed.

"Are we willing to give up our fire protection for 
the sake of a green lawn?'' he asked. 

Chairman Blanchette said that he didn't 
necessarily want to lift the ban, but he wanted to rescind 
the previous vote so the Board could make the decision 
on an annual basis. Mr. Zora said that keeping the ban 
consistent each year was best for the residents and the 
water supply itself. 

While the Board did not ultimately vote to rescind 
the previous decision, they did vote to revisit the topic 
and discuss water consumption on an annual basis. 

The Board announced that longtime 
Administrative Assistant, Helene Craver, was retiring 
from her position. After advertising the position in-house, 
they produced two "terrific candidates", according to 
Chairman Blanchette, who regretted that they could "only 
choose one". The Board ultimately voted to offer the 
position to Debbie Paiva. The August 17 meeting would 
be Ms. Craver's last meeting, and the Board took time to 
express their thanks for Ms. Craver's years of "wonderful 
service".

A regular meeting of the Mattapoisett Board 
of Selectmen was called to order by Chairman Jordan 
Collyer on August 17, 2010 at 5:40 pm in the Mattapoisett 
Town Hall conference room. Also in attendance were 
Selectmen Paul Silva and George Randall, Assistant to 
the Selectmen Melody Pacheco and Town Administrator 
Michael Gagne. 

Prior to opening up the meeting to business items, 
Mr. Gagne delivered a report to the board on hurricane 
preparedness. He asked for comment on the report so it 
can be finalized and disseminated to the public. 

For the first agenda item, the board met with 
Peter Costa of Triad Boatworks for permission to obtain a 
Class I License for a dealer of boat trailers. Mr. Costa said

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the license is required to obtain a boat dealer license plate, 
which would allow him to engage in the sale of new boat 
trailers. After a short discussion, the board approved the 
request with the stipulation that the boats are stored out 
of site of the neighboring residential properties. 

The next request asked the board to authorize 
the Friends of the Elderly to dispose of an old Council 
on Aging van.

Mr Denham presented to the board the proposed 
criteria private roadways must meet to be plowed, 
including travel lane width, clear shoulder area, height 
clearance and depth of potholes.

Further, Mr Denham suggested annual inspections to 
address potential problems of access and a requirement 
for signed liability waivers. All of his suggestions derived 
from studies of practices in other towns, including 
Hingham, Brewster, Harwich, Dennis, Mashpee and

Chatham. Mr. Denham also stressed that only common 
driveways with two or more houses will be plowed under 
proposed new policy. 

"We aren't in love with any particular section. 
We wanted a policy we could go by to treat residents 
fairly/' he said. Town resident Kimberly Ward then spoke 
about concern of using towns significantly larger than 
Mattapoisett to draft the policy. Mr. Denham pointed out 
that many towns do not pave private roads at all and 
Chairman Collyer added, ''Regardless of population, a 
road is a road."

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the roads for passable for vehicles and emergencies. My 
position is not simply to plow snow on the roadways/' he 
said. ''Sometimes people feel slighted when their roads 
are not plowed/' he adding, noting that gravel roads can 
damage equipment. 

Resident Donna Derose then weighed in, stating: 
"This board was charged with setting the status quo. 
None of this status quo, all of this is new There is no way 
this board should leave this decision up to one person." 
Chairman Collyer responded that snow plowing always 
has been a discretionary manner and that a policy is 
needed to delineate what roads get plowed. 

Mr. Denham also addressed concerns from 
town resident Lisa Winsor, who said that if three to four 
inches of snow are unplowed, they could freeze over in 
a following storm and create unsafe road conditions. "I 
feel like we've done a good job in the past four years. 
When we know there will be freezing conditions, we 
sand the roads," he said. Mr. Denham also noted that the 
department keeps on file all calls related to snow plowing. 

The discussion then arose as to whether the 
new policy will affect private roads historically plowed 
by the town. "We are not concerned with roads in the 
past. We are concerned about new roads that we will be 
responsible to plow," clarified Mr. Denham. Chairman 
Collyer sought further clarification: "Are we retroactively 
applying this? How do we vote to impose regulations and

Mr. Gagne suggested offering waivers to owners 
of private roads that do not meet the guidelines to get 
issues addressed and rectified. 

Ms. Winsor then instead suggested the adoption 
of a grandfather clause that would allow homes 
historically plowed to continue receiving that service 
regardless of whether they meet the proposed new 
criteria. Although he disliked using a grandfathered 
clause. Chairman Collyer agreed with the position that 
historically plowed roads should continue to be plowed. 
He suggested that all new roadways built after the 2010 
season should be required to follow the new criteria.

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would be required to ensure conditions are adequate for 
snow plows. Mr. Denham said owners of the road could 
fix problems that would prevent access, such as debris 
removal or filling of a pothole. Mr. Gagne noted that 
private roadway owners who disagree with the required 
improvements could seek an appeal with the Board of 
Selectman. 

'T have to get re-elected for my livelihood. My 
job is to please you. We are looking for guidelines so 
everyone is treated the same/' Mr. Denham summarized. 

Ms. Ward then spoke about the financial burden 
of maintaining a private road and expressed concern 
about the annual inspections could require her to spend 
even more on improvements. 'T live on a private road, 
and I feel like Fm being treated like a second class 
citizen. . . my taxes are not lower because I live in a private 
road. . . I love Mattapoisett, but I simply want to be taken 
care of,'' she said. Ms. Ward also noted that new work on 
her road, such as filling potholes, would require a Notice 
of Intent from the Conservation Commission. 

Mr. Gagne suggested that the town adopt a 
blanket NOT to allow the Department of Public Works to 
do maintenance and routine work without going through 
the Conservation Commission. 

On the topic of signage of private roads. 
Chairman Colly er stated that private roads for plowing 
are required to be open for public access. Then it was 
clarified that a street sign with its name and the removal

of signage restricting access are required before plowing 
vehicles can access an area. In response to one resident 
who lives in a subdivision w^ith a ''Members Only'' sign 
out front. Chairman Collyer said her association would 
need to remove the sign to receive services. 

On the topic of a liability waiver, Mr. Gagne 
suggested that in place of individuals signing off on it 
yearly that the town could give notice releasing them of 
liability as part of the promulgation of regulations. 

Finally, Chairman Collyer concluded that the new 
policy would allow roads historically plowed to continue 
serving those services. He said the new policy would 
outline annual inspection requirements before a season 
begins to address road deficiencies. "It seems like it is the 
will of the people," he said, noting that the policy will be 
redrafted for additional review and available on the web 
site for public comments. 

The board then entered into a lengthy discussion 
with Mr. Denham regarding a Chapter 90 Request for 
road improvements on High on Hill, Tara and Anchorage 
Roads. The work would cost approximately $150,000 
leaving about $32,000 left in the Chapter 90 budget. 
Although some work was completed on these roads 
last fall, Mr. Denham said that the condition was worse 
than previously considered and the roads require to be 
completely redone. 

Selectman Silva immediately expressed concern 
about removing 80 percent of Chapter 90 monies from

the budget. "I have a hard time justifying that/' he said. 
"Unfortunately, these are town roads and we have to 
repair them/' responded Mr. Denham, stressing that 
patchwork solutions will not work. Several neighbors 
offered testimony to the deteriorating condition of the 
roads, which include potholes and flooding. 

In the end, the board voted to allocate up to

Her research process, she said, 
was spending "a lot of time reading old myths and sifting 
through town records.'' Then, about two years ago, Ms. 
Brunelle had enough research to start writing her book. 
'T completed three chapters and an outline," she said. 'T 
sent the idea out about a year and a half ago, and almost 
placed with a different publisher who was interested."

But after a period of back and forth dealings and querying 
another publisher. The History Press, Ms. Brunelle 
decided not to place with the first. Ms. Brunelle said that 
March was a long month, since ''[The publisher] gave me 
two months to complete the book.'' 

Ms. Brunelle first heard the story of Maria Hallett 
and the Whydah' s sinking from her mother's friend long 
before starting her research. "She wanted me to write a 
book of fiction based on the legend," Ms. Brunelle said. 
"I didn't see it that way. I was more interested in the 
real people behind the myths." With her interest in the 
history of the story, Ms. Brunelle then decided that her 
book would have two parts: one that focused on the 
different myths about Maria, and another that researched 
her existence on Cape Cod. This research was really fun 
for Ms. Brunelle, who dedicated her time to reading 
Cape Cod legends, looking at original documents in 
Massachusetts archives and libraries, visiting courthouses 
and graveyards, and photographing the places where 
Sam Bellamy and Maria would have walked. "The whole 
process was like detective work," Ms. Brunelle said, "and 
I enjoyed every minute of it!" 

Ms. Brunelle' s publisher is known for its books 
of localized history. But the Cape Cod audience is 
certainly wider than its geography. "You have native Cape 
Codders who know the tale of Maria and Sam Bellamy," 
Ms. Brunelle said, "and summer residents who have 
also probably heard the tale, visitors who may or may 
not have heard the tale, and all of the weekend tourists 
who want to take a piece of the Cape home with them. 
They can all identify with the tale in their own way." 
Ms. Brunelle also noted that the writing of her book was 
different due to the multifaceted audience; she had to 
explain to non-natives what the Cape culture is like. "The 
story itself is universal," Ms. Brunelle added. 

But while this remains Ms. Brunelle' s first 
published book, the author and teacher is not new to 
publishing. "My greatest achievement so far was to 
publish in Ireland," Ms. Brunelle said of her publishing 
history. "A poem from a collection I wrote on the Irish 
Famine was chosen to appear in the prestigious Irish 
literary journal. The SHOp/' Ms. Brunelle has also

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published essays and poetry over the years in both 
American and Irish markets. 

Writing has been a creative outlet for Ms. 
Brunelle from the very beginning of her life. Her first 
love, she said, is poetry, which she started writing in 
elementary school. "When I was in fifth grade, my mom 
helped me put together a scrapbook of my work,'' she 
reminisced. Her poems of those days were modeled 
after Shel Silverstein and reflected her love for playing 
with words and sounds. "By high school," Ms. Brunelle 
said, "I learned that poetry didn't have to rhyme." Going 
forward, Ms. Brunelle was always challenging herself 
and learning from more experienced poets. "When I was 
in college I had the opportunity to work with Everett 
Hoagland, the then poet laureate of New Bedford. [He] 
pushed my work in new directions. He told me to get 
political in my poetry, to open up greater issues, to move 
beyond my world. My voice changed because of him." 

Of all the genres that Ms. Brunelle has worked 
with, the most difficult for her is fiction. "I really admire 
writers like Charles Dickens, who can weave intricate 
plots and supply endless amounts of detail," Ms. Brunelle 
said. Her writing tends to be more satirical, especially 
when she is writing essays. "My poetry can certainly be 
satirical," Ms. Brunelle added, "and it tends to be rather 
serious." 

Another genre that Ms. Brunelle has delved into is 
fiction for children. She has finished a few books already.

and has also completed the artwork that will accompany 
the stories. ''I have a seven year old son, and so Fve been 
reading a lot of children's books over the last few years.

"I 
guess that Hemingway had it right/' she said. ''Writing 
is difficult. Sometimes words flow onto the page, but 
more often they come from dedication and revision. Tell 
your story from many angles, put it away for a while, 
go back to it, and then rework it." Ms. Brunelle also 
said the famous quote of any and all published writers: 
rejections are part of the process. "Develop a thick skin," 
she advised. In terms of publishing, Ms. Brunelle is very 
practical. "Go to bookstores [and] look at the publishers 
on the book jackets," she said. "Most of all, keep sending 
your work out. Don't be deterred by the rejections."

Massachusetts Department of Public Health 
(MPH) officials are confirming the first known case of 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis this week. The patient, a 
male in his 20s from Newport County in Rhode Island, 
is listed in critical condition. His exposure to a mosquito 
carrying EEE likely occurred in the southeastern section 
of Massachusetts that has been identified as an area of 
elevated risk. 

The patient's symptoms started prior to the aerial

spraying, according to the MPH. The patient's name was 
not released for privacy reasons. 

"Our thoughts continue to be with this patient 
and his family/' said Director of Health David R. Gifford, 
MD, MPH. "While we have not had any mosquitoes test 
positive for EEE in Rhode Island, this case is a reminder 
that everyone should continue to take steps to prevent 
mosquito bites and get rid of standing water on their 
property." 

Aerial spraying in southeastern Massachusetts 
conducted from August 5-7 has reduced the overall 
mosquito population in southeastern Massachusetts 
(including the likely location of exposure in this case) by 
80 percent and the number of mammal-biting mosquitoes 
by 90 percent. Mammal-biting mosquitoes pose the 
greatest risk to humans. 

"This is a tragic reminder of the very real threat 
of EEE that we're facing in Massachusetts," said DPH 
Commissioner John Auerbach, "Now more than ever, 
it's important that each of us take the simple, very 
effective steps to protect ourselves from getting bitten by 
mosquitoes." 

The last human case in Massachusetts was in 
2008 and in Rhode Island. Massachusetts has confirmed 
47 positive EEE pools in 2010. Rhode Island has not 
identified any EEE-positive mosquitoes. EEE is usually 
spread to humans through the bite of an infected 
mosquito. It is a serious disease in all ages and can even 



cause death in some cases. 

People have an important role to play in 
protecting themselves and their loved ones from illnesses 
caused by mosquitoes. For a full list of ways to prevent 
mosquito bites, visit the DPH website at www.mass.gov/ 
dph.

Marion Volunteers Needed 
for Clean Bay

You've seen the bumper 
stickers around: "Save Buzzard's 
Bay". Of course we want to save 
Buzzard's Bay - it's one of our 
most precious resources here in 
southeastern Massachusetts. It 
defines our region. How do we 
know that the bay's heaUh is 
in danger? Because a group of 
dedicated Bay watchers are out there

in the morning, checking the water quahty and recording their 
data. 

The Coahtion for Buzzard's Bay Bay watchers 
program gives everyone who fives near the harbor a chance 
to save their precious resource. The Bay watchers program, 
headed by director Tony Wifiiams, refies on volunteers to 
cofiect water samples from Westport to Wood's Hole to 
monitor the bay's health. 

The Bay watchers program, now in its 19th season, 
takes the collected data over time and shows health trends 
in the various harbors and coves along Buzzard's Bay. The 
program involves monitoring the effects 
of nutrient runoff into Buzzard's Bay. 

So what is threatening the bay? 

"You and I are the problem," 
said Mr. Williams as he gathered his 
water sampling equipment from the 
back of his vehicle. "It's not anyone 
else. We're the problem because more 
and more of us are moving here, 
using the resources." According to 

Mr. Williams, nitrogen sources in the estuaries include lawn 
fertilizers, storm- water runoff, septic tanks and even exhaust 
released from automobiles into the environment. Those 
nitrogen sources are released into groundwater and make their 
way to the bay, compromising oxygen levels and overall bay 
health. The larger the year-round population grows, the more 
effect residents have on the bay's water quality. 

These high nitrogen levels lead to water clouding, 
phytoplankton blooms, fish kills and oxygen depletion in 
the water. Oxygen depletion is most concerning at night, 
when the sun isn't present to replenish oxygen levels through 
the phytoplankton 's chlorophyll process. For this reason, 
Baywatchers collect their samples early in the day, before the 
sun has a chance to affect water quality. 

Bay watcher volunteers monitor the health of the 
bay by testing the clarity, the salinity, the temperature and the 
oxygen saturation of the water. They record the data - along 
with other factors, like weather conditions and wind direction 



- every five days for a total of 22 collections per summer 
season, spanning from May to September. The data, over 
time, starts to develop a picture of the bay's health and will 
give an idea on how human activities impact the bay's water 
quality. Likewise, it will show how smart-growth and other 
environmental improvements will positively impact the bay. 

"We are looking at specific things," said Mr. 
Williams. "We're not doing pathogens, or chloroforms or 
bacteria." The Baywatchers just monitor for water quality and 
the effects of nitrogen runoff into the bay. They do not test 
for swimming or fishing safety - that is left to the Boards of 
Health and harbormasters. 

In one morning, Mr. Williams took three samples: 
one from an innermost point of Sippican Harbor, one at the 
outer Sippican Harbor, and another sample in between. These 
samples gave a quick "snapshot" of the health of the harbor 
that day, which just so happened to be calm day, a couple 
hours before high tide, with a gentle northeast wind. 

A 2001-2009 Health Index Trend Analysis, made 
from eight seasons of collected data, shows that there has been 
a significant degradation in the bay's water quality. While 
the inner Sippican Harbor and Planting Island have always 
rated fair, each year they slip closer to a "poor" rating. The 
outer Sippican Harbor has gone from a "good" rating in 2001 
to a "fair" rating in 2009. Other Tri-Town bay points, like 
Mattapoisett's Eel Pond and Marion's 
Hammett's Cove, are delineated in 
bright red: the water quality there is 
failing. 

There are 120 volunteers working 
along the bay but Mr. Williams said that 
the program, which is one of the largest 
coastal monitoring programs in New 
England, still needs more volunteers, 
especially in Marion for the rest of the 

season. 

All you need to volunteer is about an hour in the 
morning from 6:00 to 9:00 am and the willingness to learn. 
Everyone from retirees to parents who want a hands-on lesson 
for their children serve as volunteers. 

All of the Bay watcher volunteers are essential in 
the Coalition's attempt to disseminate bay information for 
public and municipal use, which will hopefully result in bay 
improvement over time. 

The Baywatchers program serves a multitude of 
purposes besides water monitoring. "It's also an education 
and outreach program," said Mr. Williams. "The more you get 
people involved, the more they'll do to help protect the bay."

of Buzzards Bay by testing water samples in more than 
30 harbors and coves from the Westport River to Woods 
Hole and the Elizabeth Islands. 

A strong science background is not necessary. 
A good Baywatcher is someone who can consistently 
commit to one hour a week, between 6:00 to 9:00 am, from 
May to September. Baywatcher volunteers must be able 
to follow scientific instructions on how to test the water 
using the provided test kit and be agile enough to work 
on docks and piers along the water's edge. 

All volunteer Baywatchers participate in 
a training session to learn the proper sampling 
techniques and receive a sampling test kit, a handbook 
of procedures /protocols, data sheets to record results, 
and a sampling schedule of the 22 sampling days. On 
the scheduled sampling date, every volunteer goes to 
their assigned water testing site and with more than 100 
volunteers collecting and testing the water at the same 
time the results give a "snap-shot" of the entire Bay's 
water conditions. The data is used to track changes in Bay 
health throughout the summer months and from year to 
year.

Super Dude

Scott Pilgrim Vs. the World, Starring Michael Cera 
and Mary Elizabeth Winstead. Directed by Edgar 
Wright. Running time: 112 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

It's too early to declare Scott Pilgrim Vs. the 
World my favorite movie of the year, but it may well 
be the most fun movie Til see in 2010. And Fm not 
even that big a fan of the source material, Bryan Lee 
O'Malley's manga-flavored six-volume series of 
graphic novels. The comics are fine, often charming, a 
bit glib. The movie, directed by Edgar Wright {Shaun of 
the Dead, Hot Fuzz), is something else again, a glorious 
mutant built out of disreputable pop culture — old- 
school videogames, indie semi-punk rock, cheesy 
action flicks, melodramatic anime. It's everything your 
parents told you was a waste of time when you were 
a teenager, and unless you've turned into them, you 
should find it an exhilarating fantasia on a serious 
theme, or at least one that feels serious when you're 
young. 

How many of us have had to deal with the 
spectres of the former partners of a new love interest? 
Scott Pilgrim (Michael Cera), a hapless Canadian 
slacker, must contend with seven of them. In order to 
win the hand of new girlfriend Ramona Flowers (Mary 
Elizabeth Winstead), Scott must do battle with the 
"Evil Exes" in a series of elaborately choreographed, 
videogame-inspired duels. Scott and his friends sit 
around a lot playing old console games or arcade 
games, so of course he sees this conflict through an 
8-bit prism. The whole movie could be taken as the 
fever dream of an insecure Nintendo addict who's 
afraid he can't measure up to his beloved's past 
Romeos. 

The visuals are astounding, but are never 
the tail wagging the dog; they're always grounded 
in Scott's feelings and his inner journey from an 
overgrown boy (he's 22) to a man. Michael Cera is a 
spot-on casting choice — I kept being amused by the 
fact that nearly every young woman in the movie has 




a deeper voice than he does. The danger is that the 
mass audience will peg Scott Pilgrim as just another 
Michael Cera movie where he mopes around limply 
and chinlessly but he plays different notes here and 
shows what he can do with a character who actually 
has a goal. The whole cast is dead-on, actually, the 
best comics-to-movie match being Alison Pill as the 
perpetually annoyed Kim Pine, the drummer for Scott's 
terrible band Sex Bob-omb. ("Bob-omb" is a reference 
to the Super Mario series of games. I had to look that 
up; maybe you didn't.) 

Edgar Wright first made a splash in Britain 
with the brilliant TV series Spaced, which augmented 
its vision of mundane slacker life with endless in-jokes 
about movies. Scott Pilgrim is cut from the same cloth, 
and given many times the budget of Spaced, Wright has 
room for playfulness that verges on epic. Sometimes 
the gags are achieved the old-fashioned way, such 
as the clever editing in a sequence with Scott and 
his 17-year-old girlfriend Knives Chau (Ellen Wong) 
carrying on a conversation in an ever-changing series 
of locales, or in possibly the funniest shot of shoelace- 
tying ever filmed. Older critics have grouched about 
the lighter-than-air pleasures of Scott Pilgrim (I'm 40 
and I loved it), as if those critics' elders hadn't looked 
down their noses at the youth culture of the '60s and 
'70s that's held up as canonical today. Scott Pilgrim 
won't cross over to the mainstream or change the 
course of cinema (its true destiny will be as a cult flick 
on Blu-ray), but it will thoroughly satisfy the modest 
audience it's meant to satisfy.

Lizzie Borden at the Music Hall 

The public is cordially invited to attend ''Lizzie 
Borden: The Mystery Continues/' sponsored by the 
Sippican Historical Society. This program will take place 
on Thursday, August 19 at 7:00 pm at Marion's Music 
Hall. The evening will feature Mr. Christopher Daley 
in a one-hour in-depth retelling of the famous double 
homicide. Mr. Daley is a history teacher in the Silver Lake 
Regional School System in Kingston, and has been very 
active in history organizations throughout Plymouth 
County He offers lectures on a variety of topics ranging 
from the Lincoln assassination to the Roaring Twenties to 
New England's haunted history. For the Borden case, Mr. 
Daley has utilized extensive research including archival 
materials, period newspapers and period photographs 
to create an entertaining, fascinating and informative 
presentation. 

While many may know the ditty "Lizzie Borden 
took an ax. . .", few people know the actual facts of the 
case. Mr. Daley's presentation will include a striking 
description of the day's events leading up to and 
including the murders of Andrew and Abbie Borden, a 
recounting of the subsequent police investigation and 
analysis of the evidence, and a summary of the Grand 
Jury hearings and trial, using actual testimony and 
newspaper accounts to illuminate the proceedings. In 
the end, different theories on the murders will be set 
forth and the question of "Whodunit?" will be put to the 
audience for further discussion and conjecture. 

The Lizzie Borden case has considerable ties to 
Marion. The week following the murders, Lizzie was 
scheduled to vacation in Marion with a group of women 
friends, at the summer cottage of Dr. Benjamin Jones 
Handy, father of Lizzie's close friend. Miss Louise Holmes 
Handy. Dr. Handy, a prominent Fall River physician, 
often allowed the use of his South Street property for his 
daughter's fishing expeditions. An accomplished angler, 
Lizzie had visited Marion many times for that purpose.

In fact, Lizzie's alibi for the time of the murders was that 
she was in the barn loft of her Fall River home, looking 
for sinkers for her upcoming fishing jaunt in Marion. 
Beyond the accused's ties to Marion, the accuser had 
them, as well. Josea Morrill Knowlton, prosecutor for the 
case, was actually a Marion resident. For many years, he 
and his wife, Sylvia Bassett Knowlton, rented the house 
at 294 Front Street. In 1900, the couple built a summer 
house at 283 Front Street, where he died in December 
of 1902. Known as Knowlton House, the building now 
serves as a dormitory for Tabor Academy Daggett House 
(275 Front Street), also a Tabor dorm, was built in 1913 
as a permanent residence for the then-widowed Mrs. 
Knowlton.
